To thoſe 
People that live under the Equinoctial, the Sun continueth

throughout the whole Year ; and in Proportion to the Di- 
ſtance of a Place from the Equator, or Eguinoctial, the 
longeit Day exce2ds 12 Hours, and the Nights at the ſame 
Time are ſhorter than 12 Hours. Thoſe who live under 
either of the Poles, enjoy the Light of the Sun full fix 
Months; nor after that are they quite deſtitute of Light, 
for the Crepuſculum, or Tawilight, laſts near 2 Months; ad- 
ding to this the Light of the Moon, which, when at the 
Full, is always in the Northern Signs, during the Con- 
{tinuance of the Szn in the Southern ; ſo the Inhabitants
